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Continuation of 13. Other: Regarding the applicant's argument that Schmieding is not directed to an intramedullary nail but ratehr to a 
sutru anchor, it is noted that the law of anticipation does not require tha the reference "teach" what the subject patent teachs, but rather It 
is only necessary that the claims under attack "read on" something in the reference. Kalman v. Kimberly Clark Corp., 218 USPQ 781 
(CCPA 1983). Furthermore, the manner in which a device is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from 
the prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (1987). The applicant's argument 
that "intramedullary nail" is a structural limitation is not persuasive. The term "intramedullary" is a functional adjective added to the noun 
nail, which recites that the nail is capable of being placed in the intramedullary canal of a bone. The device of Schmieding is capable of 
being used as an intramedullary nail if one so desired. 
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
